NEWS IN BRIEF. 


A verdict of accidental drowning was re- 
turned at the inquest at St. Agnes, Cornwall, 
yesterday on Mr. Walter Beard, a Truro City 
Councillor, who lost his life while —— on 
Tuesday. Deceased’s son was drowned on 
the same occasion, but his body has not yet 
been recovered. 

The death occurred, somewhat suddenly, at 
Cambridge last night of Mr. William Beales 
Redfern, J.P., D.L., managing director of the 
New Theatre, Cambridge, and four ‘times 
Mayor of the borough. On Tuesday afternoon 
he attended the funeral of his wife. He was 
82 years old. 


Honc Kong Typenoon: Tne KING 8 
Sympathy.—The King has telegraphed to the 
Governor of Hong Kong that he is much dis- 
tressed to hear of the sad Joss of life and 
damage to ships and property caused by the 
typhoon at Hong Kong. The Governor has 
replied thanking His Majesty for his gracious 
message. —(Reuter. ) . 

Disastep Empress or Scorranp. — The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company state that 
no official report has been received at their 
London office regarding the extent of the 
damage done to their liner the Empress of 
Scotland, which on Tuesday struck a sub- 
merged wreck while on her voyage from Ham- 
burg to Southampton. It was stated, how- 
ever, that it would be some weeks before the 
liner would be fit for service. 

BATHER Drownep. — Mr. Albert Terry 
Satterford, of Chelverton road, Putney, Lon- 
don, was drowned while bathing at Trevoni 
Bay, near Padstow, Cornwall, yesterday. Mr. 
Satterford was bathing in the surf with his 
wife and little son, when Mrs. Satterford 
noticed that her husband was in difficulties 
and called for assistance. When Mr. Satter- 
ford was brought to the beach it was found 
that life was extinct. 

Baptist Miytster’s Suppen DEATH. — At 
the inquest at Windsor yesterday on the Rev. 
R. F. Crockett, a Baptist minister, who died 
suddenly on Sunday after preaching in 
Windsor Baptist Church, a witness stated 
that after the Service on Sunday he accom- 
panied the deceased to the house where he 
was staying for the week-end. During a chat 
deceased collapsed, and all efforts to revive 
him proved unavailing. A verdict of death 
from natural causes was returned, 

KILLEpD sy Tomsstone.— Frank Stewart, 
15, who resided with his parents in 
Mathieson street, Glasgow, was killed on 
Tuesday night under peculiar circumstances. 
Along with two companions, Stewart was 
playing in the Southern Metropolitan 
Cemetery when a heavy tombstone fell on 
him and pinned him to the ground. His 
companions, with great difficulty, managed 
to extricate him, but he died on the way to 
the infirmary. 

_PortsmovrH Terrrrronut Batrery Wins 
‘Kinc's Prize.—The Hampshire (Portsmouth) 
Territorial! Royal Garrison Artillery yesterday 
won the King’s prize in a shoot under the 
auspices of the National Artillery Avsocia- 
tion. Sheerness Battery was second and 
Ipswich third. Shooting on the two days of 
the competition was of a high order and 
earned the commendation of the Deputy: 
Director-General of the Territorial Army, 
Colonel R. F. Riley. It was the fourth time 
in succession for Portsmouth to win the prize. 

Attecep Murperovs Arracx. — At New. 
port yesterday Alfred Attewell, labourer, of 
Churchill, Somerset, was committed for trial 
on the charge of shooting Fred. Sully, coal 
trimmer, with intent to murder. Sully, one 
of whose eyes had been removed, appeared 
with his head swathed in bandages. It 
was stated that when Sully was returning 
with a picnic party in a boat near the 
mouth of the River Usk, Attewell levelled 
& gun and shot him in the eye. There was 
panic in the boat, and some women and 
children jumped into the water, one woman 
being almost drowned. 

THE Prince AND THE SzarorTHs. — The 
Prince of Wales yesterday unveiled, at Fort 
George, a memorial to the Seaforth High- 
larders who fell in the war. Wearing Ser- 
vice uniform, with tartan breeches, the 
Prince, who is Colonel-in-Chief of the regi- 
ment, addressing the gathering, said the 
Seaforths alone in number almost, egualled 
the whole army of the Duke of Wellington 
at’ Waterloo. The greater part of the 
Memorial Fund was being devoted to the 
help of the dependents of the fallen. Sub- 
sequently the Prince motored to Nairn, 
where he opened a bazaar in aid of the Sea- 
forth Regimental Association Fund. 

Taree CHILDREN DEAD FROM Mysterious 
Matapy.—Three children of a Liverpool 
family have died within fóur days from a 
mysterious illness. This fact was revealed 
at the inquest, at Liverpool yesterday, on 
Jane. Lunt, the five months old baby of Mrs. 
Catherine Lunt, Haddock street, who died 
on Saturday. Another boy is lying very ill 
ai. the infirmary. The mother stated that 
the sickness commenced with sudden vomit- 
ting and diarrhea, and the only explanation 
she could offer was that there was a stable 
as the back of her house, and the house was 
full of flies. he rest of the family, in- 
cluding two elder children amd the parents, 
had the same food, but they were not 
affected. The Coroner ordered a bacterio- 
logical examination, and adjourned the in- 
quest,

WORKMEN’S DWELLINGS. 
a 
NORTHERN GOVERNMENT’S 
SUBSIDY. 


The Northerm Ministry of Home Affairs has 
sent the following to clerks of county 
boroughs and urban districts :— 

The Government of Northern Ireland have 
decided to introduce a bill in the autumn 
session of Parliament empowering the Ministry 
of Home Affairs to encourage by means of. 
subsidy the building of houses suitable for 
occupation by the working classes. Pending 
the meeting of Parliament, it is thought well 
to announce to local authorities and to 
private builders the terms and conditions of 
the proposed subsidy to be granted out of 
Government funds, so that such houses may 
be enabled to make their arrangements* con- 
formable to the conditions under which the 
subsidy will be payable in accordance with 
the Government’s proposals. 

(a)—It is proposed that each house built or 
to be built within the date and according to 
the conditions specified below will rank for a 
lump sum subsidy of £60, payable by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs out of Government 
funds direct to the local authority building 
houses within the conditions laid down, or 
direct to the private persons, associations. or 
firms building such houses. 

(b)}—The subsidy will be confined to houses 
of the kitchen or small parlour type, with a 
superficial floor area exceeding 600 feet and 
not exceeding 900 feet. 

(c)—The subsidy will apply to all houses 
completed between the dates 24th October 
1922, and the Ist April, 1925. 

(d)—The subsidy will apply only to houses 
erected in county Meath, urban districts, 
and towns having Town Commissioners, or, 
when erected by private builders, within a 
radius of one-and-a-half miles from the 
boundaries of such areas. 

(e)}—In cases where any local authority or 
private person or body has already received or 
receives grants from Government sources 
which have been applied to the reduction of 
the cost of such houses, no subsidy shall be 
payable if the amount of such grant is equi- 
valent to or greater fhan the subsidy above 
referred to in respect of any house which 
otherwise would qualify for subsidy. If the 
amount of such grant is less than the subsid 
proposed the amount to be contributed will be 
sufficient to make the Government contribu. 
tion from all sources equal to the subsidy, . 

The bill will give effect to the above con- 
ditions, and will also contain provisions ex- 
tending the powers concerning advances under 
the Smal! Dwellings Acquisition Act. The 
details of the latter part of the bill will be 
announced later. In view of the urgent need 
for housing accommodation for the working 
classes, it is requested that your council will | 
give this matter their earliest attention.

OBITUARY.

LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR L. 
PARSONS. 


Lieutenant-General Sir Lawrence Worthing- 
ton Parsons died on Monday at Hatherton, 
Reigate, in his seventy-fourth year. Most 
of his service (says Tha Times) has 
been spent with the Royal Artillery, of 
which he was made a Colonel Commandant 
in 1917. The only son of Lawrence Parsons, 
of Parsonstown, King’s County, General 
Parsons was educated at Cheltenham, and 
after passing through the Royal Military 
Academy obtained his commission in the 
Artillery in July, 1870. On the outbreak of 
the South African War he wént out with the 
Field Artillery from Aldershot and took ' part 
in the relief of Ladysmith. Later he served 
as Colonel on the Staff. He was three times 
mentioned in despatches by Sir Redvers Buller, 
received the Queen’s medal with six clasps, 
and was made a ©.B. Between the South 
African and the late war General Parsons’s 
service included two years in command of the 
Artillery of the Salisbury Plain district, four 
years as ge seemgcne ge of Artillery in 
ndia, and three years in command of the 
Sixth Division in Ireland. In 1914 and 1915 
he had much to do with the 16th (Irish) 
Division. Three days after temporary head- 
quarters were opened in Parkgate street, Dub. 
lin, under General Powell, on September 15, 
1914, General Parsons took over command, 
was responsible for the heavy days of training 
the division, and finally handed it over for 
service in France on December 12, 1915, to 
Major-General Sir W. B. Hickie. He was 
given a Distinguished Service Reward in 1904 
and was made a K.C.B. in the Birthday 
Honours of 1912. 

General Parsons married, in 1880, Florence 
Anna, daughter of Dr. Robert Graves, of 
Cloghan Castle, King’s County, and had one 
daughter.

Tue WouLp-BE SENsIBLEs, 


HERE are a number of would-be sensible 
people in the world who are quite un- 
conscious of the fact that their ideas are 


those of their great-grandmothers. ; 

True in the personal matter of their own 
dress they no longer favour crinolines, yet in 
the still more personal matter, the training of 
their children, the methods they adopt are 
quite as antiquated as the fashion they dis- 


card. f 

When the sun, sparkling on a clear blue 
summer sea, calls the little ones to revel in 
the magic delights of a morning bathe, ' the 
would-be sensibles ” turn the laughing world 
into a land of weeping as the or-stricken 
baby cries are stifled in a relentless ' dip. 

Gasping, spluttering, struggling, the little 
victims are at length released and run 
shivering to the shore, while their elders look 
on with a smile of superior ignorance, and 
imagine they have performed a difficult duty 
for the children’s good. 

Perhaps, if they too, with mouths open 
ready for a scream, could be treated in the 
same manner, they might give the matter 
a little more serious thought, and realise 
something of the shock to & sensitive nervous 
system. a 

In an age, which leading authorities are 
agreed is characterised by an increase 
in the number of highly strung children, 
the crime is even greater than it was 
in the days that are past, and many a 
hapless little victim will pay dearly in later 
life for the lack of common-sense, which, even 
in this enlightened age, 38 still displayed by 
some ‘‘ grown-ups. " 

It is not, however, only on the sea shore 
that the “ would-be sensibles "’ practise their 
antiquated methods. 

There are a number of people still in the 
world whose only idea of discipline is founded 
on the short-sighted policy of “ slaps.” 

“H you do it agai, I'll slap you, ” only 
the other day I heard the stock expression 


used by a fashionably dressed woman to a 
tiny mite, hardly more than a year old. 

Yet, how few ple realise that the very 
wording of the threat is suggesting a reneti. 
tion of the action to the child’s mind, whjj, 
the obedience obtained by fear, even the fear 
of a slap, results in suppression rather tha. 
discipline. It is, in short, the difference i. 
tween the letter and the spirit, for, as á 
brilliant child psychologist has expressed it 
discipline is the deeper and subtle: 
whose incentive comes from soul self. 

The “ would-be sensibles’’ may some day 
make the startling discovery that childre 
may be more easily trained by an appeal t. 
their love and reason rather than to : 
sense of fear. 

It is a principle which is all important 
developing a child’s morals. 

I suppose if the statistics of the worki,, 
of children’s minds could be taken, it would 
be found that at least half the childish |;.. 
in the world are the direct result of fear i; 
not fear of punishment, then, an egotistic fon, 
of being discovered in wrong-doing 

The ‘ would-be sensibles’’ are quite up. 
conscious of the fact, that by punishin 
severely for untruthfulness, by what Herber: 
Spencer calls “artificial punishments, ”’ thee 
are merely encouraging the fault they wish ¢; 
correct. 

Herbert Spencer’s theory of the discipline 
of ‘‘natural consequences’’ is worth enn. 
sidering. It is based on love. If the lov. 
between parent and child is sufficiently strone 
he states that parental displeasure, which 
natural consequence of the discovery of a | 
if expressed and explained in w 
manner, is all that is needed. 

Estrangement, even for a few hours fro- 
those we love, causes a far more real suffer 
than any physical punishment, and awake:

Among the people 
of ancient nations an offering of delicate 
perfume was regarded in the same light as 
an illuminated address in these days. Sandal- 
wood goes back to the fifth century B.C., 
and was obtained by distilling the wood, 
which was cut into small chips. 
sandalwood tree is the most 
in the world. The Hebrew women 
scented their clothes with cinnamon 
and myrrh, and they used to make a kind cf 
aste, with which they coated their bodies, 
han cedar and cypress trees. The Greeks 
and Romans went to all knds of trouble to

SEVERE SENTENCES ON 
DUBLIN ROBBERS. 

- In the Green street Courthouse, Dublin, 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Pim passed sentence 
on Dominic Hudson, John Meade, James 
Meade and. John Tighe, who had been con- 
victed on the previous day of the robbery of 
£1,383 15s. from Messrs. Boland and Co., 
Grand Canal street, Dublin. Sentence was 
also d on Mary Tighe, Molly Redmond 
and Jennie Green, guilty of receiving. 

Asked if they had anything to say, both 
Hudson and John Meade said that the state- 
ments made by Orie! House officials were 
false. James Meade protested his innocence. 

Counsel addressed his lordship with a view 
to securing leniency for the women and for 
John Tighe. 

Hudson was first put forward, and Mr. 
Justice Pim, addressing him, said—‘‘ It was 
you got the revolver; it was you, wearing 
that uniform, wHo had so little regard for the 
Army to which you belonged; it was you 
‘held up’ the cashier, with another man. 
ean hold out no hope of mercy to you. My 
duty is clear. It is as bad a case as ever 
came before me. 

“I sentence you to ten years’ penal servi- 
tude, and before you enter into the period of 
penal servitude you are to receive fifteen 
strokes of the cat.’’ 

“John .Meade,” said Mr. Justice Pim, 
“your crime is yery little different. You 
stood watching this and went over to West 
Hartlepool with some of the spoils. I sentence 
you to ten years’ penal servitude, but owing 
to the distinction between the two of you [ 
will not sentence yon to the cat.’’ 

pray John Tighe, his Lordship said 
that it was he who handed over the revolver to 
Hudson. He was not trying the military 
crime of giving away a military revolver. 
Counsel had spoken on his behalf, and in all 
the circumstances he would sentence him to 
seven years’ penal servitude. 

There was a distinction in the case of James 
Meade. He was not directly connected with 
the actual crime, but he received portion of 
the plunder. He would be kept at penal 
servitude for three years. 

Addressing Mrs. Mary Tighe and Molly 
Redmond, Mr. Justice Pim said that they had 
been very properly convicted of receiving. 
They knew what was going on, and it was 
possible that this money, all of it, would have 
been recovered only for their action. It was 
perfectly clear that they knew where the 
money came from. 

They wonld both be imprisoned for eighteen 
months, but, owing to circumstances which 
had been brought to his notice, without hard 
labour. 

His Lordship sentenced Jennie Green to 
nine months’ imprisonment, without hard 
bheas, and hoped that, it would be a lesson 
oO her,

'“ EVICTED TENANTS.”’ 


FOUR MEN INDICTED ON 
CONSPIRACY CHARGES. 


John Sheehan, Patrick Murphy, Patrick 
Walsh and Peter Walsh pleaded not guilty to 
an indictment of different counts charging 
them with having conspired, with others, 
styling themselves ‘‘ the Evicted Tenants’ and 
Land Settlement Association,” 104 Middle 
Abbey street, Dublin, to hold forcible pos- 
session of lands in various parts of the 
country, including County Dublin and County 
Louth, by means of menaces and threats of 
violence. 

Messrs. Carrigan, K.C., Dudley White, 
K.C., and John O’Byrne (instructed by the 
State Solicitor) prosecuted; Mr. E. J. 
McElligott, K.C., and Mr. Joseph O’Connor 
(instructed by Mr. J. H. Narhn appeared 
for Patrick Murphy; Mr. James Cawley (in- 
structed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) 
appeared for John Sheehan, and Mr. Joseph 
O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne 
and Co.) appeared for Patrick Walsh. Peter 
Walsh was not professionally represented. 

Mr. Carrigan explained that a man named 
Thomas M. O'Keeffe, otherwise John Collins, 
was not before them. He was arrested, with 
others, and during the proceedings in the 
Police Court he was, up to the last day, a 
defendant in the case, and was a leading con- 
spirator. He took a seizure in the Police 
Court, and was seriously ill on the crucial 
date when the magistrate returned the case 
for trial. Therefore, though a good deal 
would be said about Collins, he was not before 
the jury now. 

‘“EMANATION OF COLLINS.” 

This conspiracy was the emanation of 
Collins, otherwise O'Keeffe. Collins was play- 
ing the, part of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. He 
circularised people in the country inviting 
them to agitate for the breaking up of 
ranches. He had official forms and advertised 
his association. He raised subscriptions and 
appointed organisers; and, of course, he had 
sey of people to send in claims for the 
and of other people. An application is sent 
up from the country on an official form by a 
man who states that he was an evicted tenant 
or herd or a man with a large family, and 
that the land which he had in his eye was 
land mentioned in the schedule; and the land 
mentioned in the schedule generally belonged 
to people of a defenceless character—aged 
women, spinsters, a community of nuns, ete. 

Collins sent out forms asking the persons in 
possession of the lands to submit their. cases 
to arbitration. If they refused, threatening 
notices were sent out, auctions were broken 
up, and in one instance an organiser delivered 
a public speech before a grazing auction. 

Counsel then dealt with several cases in the 
Counties of Louth and Dublin, in which it 
was alleged that mtimidation was used by 
the association. 

METHODS OF PROPAGANDA. 

Counsel read extracts from a number of 
posters, leaflets and documents issued by the 
association, with a view. to showing the 
methods of publicity and propaganda adopted, 
and concluded by asking the jury to show by 
their verdict that rascality would not be 
tolerated in the Free State for the future, but 
that if people wanted land they would have 
to acquire it by honest means. 

Mr. Edward A. Cleary, a member of the 
staff of the Chief State Solicitor, gave evi- 
dence of receiving a large number of docu- 
ments taken in a raid on the association's 
offices, Middle Abbey street. 

There were hundreds of letters, and they 
came from all over Ireland. The purport of 
the letters was that the writers all wanted 
land. (Laughter.) 


PRISONERS’ STATEMENTS. 

Detective Sergeant Beggs, D.M.P.. stated 
that he arrested Peter Walsh at Finglas road 
on 24th July on a warrant. When cautioned 
Walsh said: “I have nothing whatever to do 
with their land.’”” On July 26 witness ar- 
rested John Sheehan at the military barracks, 
Loughrea, where Sheehan said that he was 
only a clerk employed at £2 a week, and that 
he only did what he was told by O'Keeffe, 
He further stated that O’Keeffe told him that 
he was working under the authority of Dail 
Eireann, and that when the Land Bill weuld 
pass the whole thing would be in their hands. 

Patrick Walsh, when arrested on 30th July, 
said that he had nothing to do with any asso- 
ciation and never tried to hold any land. 
Patrick Murphy when arrested made no state- 
ment. Witness also arrested O'Keeffe, who 
at first declined to go with him, saying that 
he was ill. Witness had him examined by a 
doctor, who stated that his heart was affected. 

Mr. Gerald Tench, solicitor, said that he 
acted as agent for the Misses Christina and 
Mary Nagle, who got Jand at Stillogue from 
their father. The prisoner Peter Walsh was 
a herd on the lands, and had a house for 
which he paid 10s. a week rent. 

The witness received a letter from the asso- 
ciation stating that they were opposed to 
eleven months grazing, except through the 
association, and warning him against inter- 
fering with Walsh. It was signed ‘ 
Collins.”” Subsequently Walsh was evicted 
and he built a hut on the roadside, 

Miss Christina Nagle, 45 Norfolk road, 
Dublin, stated that Peter Walsh was simply a 
herd on the lands. She got several letters 
signed ‘‘J. Collins” with reference to the 
land. She then got an ejectment decree, and 
on the first occasion when the bailiffs went 
out Peter” Walsh was cursing and swearing 
and threatened her with an iron bar. The 
bailiffs desisted, but on the second occasion, 
with the assistance of the Civic Guard, they 
evicted him. He then built a hut on the road- 
side and went to live there. He told her 
ta she did not own a scrap of land. (Laugh- 

r.) 

Cross-examined by Peter Walsh, witness 
said that the hut was not an obstruction, but 
she could not let the land while it was there. 

Miss Mary Nagle stated that Collins called 
to see her, and said that there were to be no 
more letti of the land except through his 
association. She asked him when did that 
come about, and he said that it was an order 
from the Government. She went to the 


Government offices about it.

On the Drumcondra line there will be a 
penny fare to Binn’s ee and a penny fare 
from Binn’s Bridge to Whitehall. There will 
also be penny fares available throughout the 
whole length of the Dalkey line for distances 
of about one mile. 

The fare from Nelson Pillar to Dollymount 
will be reduced from 4d. to 3d., and the fare 
from Fairview Corner to Dollymount will be 
reduced to 2d. The fare from the Pillar to 
Howth will be reduced from 7d. to 6d. There 
will be relative extensions of the 4d., 5d., and 
6d. stages. 

On the Dalkey line some of the 2d., 3d., 
4d., and 5d. stages will be extended. The 
majority of the 2d. fares on the shorter lines 
will also be extended. 

In the long distance fares, on the lines 
crossing the city, some important reduetions 
have been made.

STATEMENT BY SOCIETY’S 
EXECUTIVE, 


The Executive of the Boilermakers’ Society 
at Newcastle issued another long statement 
yesterday afternoon concerning the lock-out, 
it being in reply to the Shipbuilding Em- 
ployers’ Federation’s accusation, published 
this week, that the Union had made mislead- 
ing statements regarding the expulsion of the 
Boilermarkers’ Society from the Federation of 
Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades on 


May 17. 

The Executive state that in February the 
boilermakers broke off joint negotiations with 
the employers and the other trades on the 
overtime agreement, and intimated clearly 
and definitely that they could not be parties 
to carrying on negotiations for a national 
agreement. Their representative was then 
withdrawn from al] association with the trades 
and the employers on that question. Not- 
withstanding this, the employers and the 
trades drafted the agreement, which was 
signed on March 22. The boilermakers ceased 
to be members of the Trades Federation in 
February, and not May 17, which was merely 
the date of the annual meeting of the Federa- 


tion. 
ENGINEERS’ WAGES. 

The Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades 
Federation held an important conference in 
York yesterday with regard to the question 
of engineers’ wages. It was decided to try 
and meet the engineering employers, with a 
view to stabilising the remaining war bonus of 
ten shillings, It was shown that the boiler- 
makers’ dispute was beginning to seriously 
seriously affect other trades, and in view of 
certain statements which had appeared in the 
Press, and which had created an incorrect 
impression as to the position of the federated 
trades, it was resolved that the Emergency 
Committee should communicate with the 
Boilermakers’ Union, asking for a meeting to 
discuss the situation to see if an honourable 
settlement could be arrived at with regard 
to the overtime and night shift Be 

In respect to the application of award 728 
of the Industrial Court to railway shopmen 
employed on the Great Northern section of 
the London and North-Eastern Railway, it 
was agreed to visit the Ministry of Labour on 
Friday with other parties affected to see if 
some basis could be arranged on which the 
award could be applied to men outside its 
operation. It was decided to approach the 
Ministry of Labour with regard to the period 
of payment of unemployed insurance benefit.

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In the Boyne street housing scheme, which 
the Dublin Corporation decided upon as an 
experiment, there has been carried out a 
style of honsebuilding that is entirely new 
to Dublin. 

Thirty-six dwellings have been constructed 
in six blocks, four of which front Cumberland 
street and two Boyne street. : 

Each block consists of two four-room flata 
on the ground floor, with a írontage of 2ó 
feet 5 inches, and entered from the front.

The external walls are built of fourteen- 
inch brick, faced with red-facing brick from 
the ground to second floor, and the remaining 
storey is of nine-inch brickwork, finished ex- 
ternally with roughcast.

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INCREASED OUTPUT BY 
BUILDERS. 


Sir Charles Ruthin, Director-General of 
Housing in Great Britain, in a statement on 
the housing. situation across the Channel, said 
that from September, 1922, to May, 1925 
private enterprise in Great Britain supplied 
14,763 houses, whilst, in addition, 17,695 were 
in course of construction. The building re- 
covery was due in the main to the enormous 
increase in the output of the operatives in the 
building industry. The position to-day cum- 
pared with that, say, of two and a half years 
ago is that a house which was ca@sijng £1,000 
is now being built for approximately £400 
To put it in another form, he added, two and 
a half houses are being produced for the price 
of one, and in the time it formerly took to 
produce ‘one.

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HOUSING SUBSIDY FOR 
BELFAST. 
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An arrangement has been made between 
the Government of Northern Ireland and the 
Belfast Corporation in connection with the 
finances of Belfast housing scheme. The Go- 
vernment have agreed to liquidate their 
liability for a portion of the rent of the houses 
by the payment of a capital sum of £227,500. 
~ Miers 500 houses were built under the Irish 
housing scheme, the main principle of which 
was that on an economic rent, roughly one- 
tenth of the cost of construction, the Govern- 
ment. should contribute 25s. for every 20s. rent 
paid by the tenant. Thus, the renal of a 
house costing £700 was approximately £70. 
Of that amount, £31 2s. was paid by the 
tenant and £38 18s. by the Government. 
Further contributions from the Government on 
this basis now cease, and the capital sum will 


meet the liability. The corporation will now 
proceed to sell the houses, preferably to exist- 
ing tenants, and the capital sum mentioned 
will enable them to charge the tenants about 
one-half of the original cost of construction. 
The houses will be sold in accordance with the 
principle of the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Act, which provides that upon payment of a 
small initial sam the balance can be dis- 
charged on a rent basis to include interest 
and sinking fund.

To-day over ó miles 6f modern deep water 
berthage is available, of which more than half 


is capable, or being made capable, of accom- 


modating the largest overseas ships lying 
afloat at any state of the tide. These quays 
are equipped with modern plant for the load- 
ing and discharging of vessels, with railway 
sidings for through traffic, and with 'sheds for 
the temporary storage of various cargoes. 

During the 80 years which followed the 
creation of the ‘‘ Ballast Office’’ in 1786 the 
harbour began to assume the form in which it 
now exists. ‘The channel was deepened to 
Ringsend ; 400 acres upon thé north side, and 
200 acves on the south side of the new 
channel, were reclaimed and the greater part 
of the South Wall and the Poolbeg Lighthouse | 
were constructed, 


IN 1707. 
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In 1786 the “ Ballast Office” became the 
‘‘ Ballast Board,” and ceased to be directly 
controlled by the Corporation. Under its 
management, from 1786 to 1868, the Great 
North Wall—now better known as the “ Bull 
Wall ”—was built, to serve the double pur- 

se of harbour protection and of directing 
the tidal outflow to “‘scour’’ end automati- 
cally deepen Dublin Bar. 

The “ Ballast Board ” was succeeded by the 
Port and Docks Board in 1868, and, under 
the distinguished engineering management of 
the late Sir Bindon Stoney and his successor,

keep Dublin abreast of modern harbour de- 
velopment, 

The real. development of Dublin as a 
national harbour began just over 200 years 
ago, when the ‘then Corporation of Dublin— 
in 1707—formed a “' Ballast Office ” to con- 
trol the functions and development of the 
harbour of Dublin. The formidable character 
of the task which was then entered upon, and 
carried through in various stages in the inter- 
val, will be grasped in its broad outline by 
a reference to the accompanying sketches, 
which show the harbour as it was in 1707 
and as it now exists, together with farther 
extensions now in contemplation. — . 

The following authentic record of devélop- 
ment at the end of the 17th ‘century is worth 
reproduction :—‘‘ Dublin Haven hath a bar in 
the mouth, upon which at high flood and 
spring tide there is fifteen and eighteen feet 
of water, but at the ebbe and nep tide but six; 
with an ordinary tide you cannot go to the

Plans and reports are now being prepared by Mr. Mallagh, 
the present Chief Engineer, and his staff, and they will be of 
such a character as to provide for the expected developments 
of the next thirty, or possibly fifty, years. 


In anticipation of these proposals, the Greater Dublin Recon- 
struction Movement has submitted pro 
port development in relation to internal transport and genera 
civic requirements, These proposals—seme of which I am 
glad to be able to reproduce in the accompanying sketch plan 
—have received the general approval of the Port and Docks 
Board. They are very comprehensive in their scope, and, if 
finally adopted, will take many years to carry through. Their 
pivotal feature is the grouping 
Office, Central Railway Station, and Passenger Steamer 
Berths, under one roof. This, so far as I know, is a unique 
combination of facilities lying within three or four hundred 
yards of the commercial centre of any great city. It is, in 
my aga not only a practicable proposal, but is an ex-

a The Government Publicity Department 
issued the following last night :— 

“A meeting of the Committee of Eight 
was arranged Í ir ó o clock to-day at Govern- 
ment. offices, but owing to the absence of 
Mr. Larkin the meeting was postponed until 
3 o’clock to-morrow. Meantime the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce has written to 
Mr. Larkin, as a member of the Committee, 
asking him to attend.’’ 

Ocean-going steamers with general cargo, 
cross-Channel steamers of the collier class, 
and cargo vessels continue to arrive and de- 
part in fair numbers from Dublin, despite 
the dislocation caused by the»strike. Seven- 
teen foreign and coasting steamers arrived, 
yesterday, and thirteen others leit. 

At the North Wail Extension and at the 
docks there was plenty of employment for 
men who were willing to work. Amongst 
the vessels unloading were the ss. Oranian, 
f-om New York, with hops for Guinness’s 
Brewery; the Jura, from Sweden, with 
paper, timber and general cargo; the Winga. 
from Sweden, with general cargo, and 
several colliers. , 

A considerable quantity of timber and 
builders’ material was landed. Messrs. 
Arthur Guinness and Co., Ltd., in addition 
to their own boats, have chartered vessels 
to convey their produce to Liverpool, Lon- 
don. Manchester and Bristol. With the 
exception of Messrs. Guinness’s vessels, all 
the steamers were worked by members of 
the Irish Transport Union. At Custom 
House quay and City quay there were 
vessels discharging general cargo, including 
cement, flour and foodstufis. 

The Isle of Man boats are running as 
wsual and doing good business, but other 
regular passenger steamers are tied up. 

During the past four or five weeks trade 
at the Dublin Cattle Market has been dis- 
located in consequence of the dock strike. 
This has affected not only the Port, but 
niso the receipts at the Cattle Market, and 
the nccme of salesmasters. In a word, 
mcney is being lost by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, as well as by stockowners, sales 
masters. drovers and dockers, as a result 
af tne deadlock 

Something like 3,000 cattle are lost to the 
Dublin market weekly in consequence of the 
lack of inquiry for export. The number of 
cattle required for consumption in Dublin 
snd the district is not more than 800 a week. 
Anything over that number must. go else- 
where, and in the absence of any inquiry 
sellers are compelled to take the animals 
home again. ‘This adds to the expense of 
fnelly making a sale, and means a very 
serious loss to stock-owners. Some cattle 
have been exported from places outside 
Dublin, but the proportion is not large, and 
it is doubtful if the receipts have compen- 
sated for the risk. 7 

DRUG TRADE ASSISTANTS. 

‘A general meeting of the Druggists’ Sec- 
tion of the Irish Transport Union, held in 
Liberty Hall yesterday, rejected a demand 
from the Wholesale Druggisis’ Association 
for a reduction of 7s. 6d. per week, with a 
minimum of 44s. for adult male workers, 
and 4s. per week for boys and girls, with 
starting wages of 7s. 

The number of workers is 450, 
ard the firms affected include Messrs. 
McMaster. Hodgson and Co.; Boileau and 
Royd ; May. Roberts and Co. ; Shirley, 
Spence and Belford, and Hugh Moore and 
Alexander. 

This means that the strike, which has been 
in operation for the past three months over 
the alleved victimisation of some members of 
the Irish Transport Union, will continue. 

TEA AND WINE TRADE. 

A general meeting of the Wine Trade Sec- 
tion of the Irish ‘Transport Union was held 
last night to considey what action would be 
tuken. with regard to a proposal by the 
Wholesale Tea and Wine Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of Dublin to make effective a reduc- 
tion of 5s. per week on the existing standard 
wage of About 400 workers are 
affected.

James Gunning (18), of 8 Lower Ciran- 
gorman, Dublin, was rescued from a prison 
van yesterday morning as he was being con- 
veyed with other prisoners from Mouritjoy 
Prison to the Central Bridewell. He was in 
custody on a charge of armed robbery, which 
was alleged to have been commitied at 119 
Capel street when Joseph Morrisey was 
“held up ” with a revolver and a sum of 
£22 was taken from him. 

When last before the magistrate he pleaded 
that he belonged to the I.K.A.., 
was acting under orders from 
mandant. 

One man succeeded in effecting Gunninz’s 
rescue. Carrying a Webley revolver, the man 
jumped on the van as it passed the Fire 
Station in Dorset street, and pointing the 
weapon at the constable who was in charge 
of the prisoners, said that he wanted Gunning 
and to open the door immediately.

constable refused, whereupon the man said: 
‘“ If you don’t open the door, I'll blow your 
brains out.” The constable, who was un- 
armed, then opened the door, and Gunning, 
who was not handcuffed, jumped out of the 
van, and the two men made off in the 
direction of Broadstone Railway Station. 

The affair occurred shortly before 8 o' clo 
in the morning. 

When the case against Gunning was called 
in the Police Courts and it was stated that 
Gunning had escaped with the assistance of 
an armed man, Mr. Lupton ordered that the 
constable in charge of the wan be sent for io 
hear his version of the affair. 

Constable Samuel Peters, Kevin = street 
Station, attended later, and told Mr. Lupton 
that he was escorting fifteen prisoners from 
Mountjoy Prison to the Bridewell when tha 
van was ‘‘held up.” Few @eople were in 
the vicinity at the time.

GIVEN UP. 

Bishopscourt, Clones, County Monaghan 
which has been the residence of the Bishops 
of Clogher, is not to be the residence of 
the new bishop. - 

Addressing a gathering in Enniskillen, the 
Right Rev. Dr. M‘Manaway’ said :— 

You know how anxious we have been 
that the residence of the bishop should in 
future be in this part of the diocese. i 
reed not now go into the reasons for this; 
they are well known. But I want to tell 
you that on Tuesday last I had a meeting 
of the County Monaghan members of the 
Diocesan Council, lay and cleric, in Clones, 
and when they heard the reasons for the 
proposed change of residence they, one and 
all, agreed that 

the bishop should have an absolutely 
free hand; that he should decide for 
himself from what centre he could work 
the diocese most efficiently, and that 
they, while regretting not having the 
bishop’s residence in their midst, were 
perfectly satisfied that their chief pastor 
would do what he thought best for all 
concerned. 

*‘T wish to say,”’ the bishop stated, “that 
the Monaghan men acted in a praiseworthy 
manner. They sank their own feelings— 
feelings deeply rooted ; they rose above senti- 
ment and neighbourly considerations—in the 
smaller way, and they viewed the present 
outlook of the Church’s work in «this ancient 
diocese, and said, in effect, we gladly give 
way for the general good. 

‘These generous, loyal, and _ unselfish 
members of the Church of Ireland have 
proved by their action last Tuesday that 
they deserve the thanks of the whole diocese. 
and more especially of the neighbourhood of 
Enniskillen. We are all thankful to them. 
Weare proud of their spirit of loyalty and 
devotion to the general good of the Diocese 
of. Clogher.”’
